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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.59(b), filed November 7, 2002, 
to expunge information from the above identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED-IN-PART . 

Petitioner requests that a document entitled Supplemental Information Disclosure 
Statement Under 37 CFR 1.56 and MPEP 742 and 724.02, filed March 15, 2004, 
be expunged from the record.
